and Juſtice ſay of' the Phyſician, who carries 
the whole Circle of the Sciences in his Head ; 
but that which is moſt admirable, and rare 
in one "of his Profeffion, KNOWLEDGE, 
and WIT ,»ake bim not prophane ; Piety,and Re- 
ligion illuſtrate all his ations. Never was any 
Geſtion propog'd' by ingenious Make, or 
Curioſity, however new, and ſurprizing, but 
with all the readinef,and facility in the World, 
he gave not only tair, and amuſing Ideas of 
it, bat full, and moſt evident Demonſtrations. 
It is no fatisfaRtion at all to me to meet 
with Wit, and Learning, in a man of a lit- 
dle low Soul, and ill Principle, becauſe I can- 
not underſtand how he, that has a juſt noti- 

' on of things, ſhould nor make a better choice, 
for the regulation of his Mind ; fo I am won- 
"Þ derfully raviſhed, with Delight, when I find 
, the contrary, as here in this Great, this Lear- 
ned, this Good, and this Ingenious Man ; for, 
he'is ſo generous (a wery uncommon Virtue) 
that he could never be. prevailed with, to 
admitf any other Conſidergrion, for his 

Trouble, in this Afﬀair, than the Good af the 

Pablis, thinking it ſo much below him to 

mingle Intereſt with ſo noble « Deſign, that 

am confident it. would be the certain 
way to make him forſake it, to preſs any 

Reward, beſides what it contains in itſelf, 

for, Virtue is its own Reward, in by Opinion :

the Ingenious) will not allow them to imitace

by. as a free Agent does a mercinary one. T

Divine, I have ſpoke of "aſt before him. 

All that I have to inform the World of 
the Mathematician, is, that he is the Perſon 
ws; chat firſt put che defign in execution,whorh 

"_ I mention'd in the Firſt Part 5 and I ſhall 

; only add here, that his Learning is as univer- 
ſal, as his Sence of things is faze, and cars- 
ous. So that this Society ſeems to be com- 
poled by ſomething more than human Judg- 
ment, in ſeleing men, ſince each of 
them 4s ſufficient to perform this:mighty task 


alone. 

By what has been ſaid of theſe three Mem- 
bers, we may reaſonably thac the 
relt are not ill macch'd. And, as in the ſearch 


of the Secrets of Nature we" illuſtrate the 
more obſcure, by the more evident, ſo here 
we may, by thoſe I have been able to get 
fome account of, ghels at the Excellence of 
the 0 A greateſt part of which will nor 
acceptot any pecuniary Gratuity at all, 
This Society being compoſed of ſuch 
pious, and gefierous, as well as learned men, 
I wonder what they could propoſe to them-

Could 
they imagine, that ſuch men would be 
uilty of ſo much Beſenef, as to forget that 
OQ ion they had enter'd into (for, I am 
intorm'd, they obliged themſelves never to 
engage in the like Deſign for any one le) 
never to defert Mr. Dunton ? Could they 
have ſo weak an Opinion of that H#ortb 
they courteg, as to preſs an Action upon it, 
which muſt neceſſarily fully all its Glories, 
and make it of novalue?

poſed in them, - when he might (had it not 
been for the Eflteem, and Value be bad for their

eſtabliſhed i&;, which "if he had never done, 
there had been no Motive for Interloping, 
few being willing to quit the Paths of Jult 
and Right, where no Advantape invites. Nor 
is it to be wonder'd in our Age, that, when 


he had raisd-his Proje to a Staple Commodi- 


ty, others have endeavour'd to rob him of 
his Profit, when they were at no Charge to 
bring it to-pertetion, who would not per- 
haps have regarded it, if it had bben firſt 
propoſed to them. Thus, I am confident, 
tew Bookſellers in Town would have given 
Ten pound for the Copy of The whole Duty 
of Man, before it had been printed at all, 
yet now there is none, but would give an 
Handred pound for it : They whoſe Time- 
roulneſs hinder them from venturing upon 
any thing'themiſelves, are alwaies very eagec 
ro purſue, what another with ſucceſs has un- 
dertaken: But theſe interloping Gentlemen 
Were deceiv'd, when they made 
their Applications here, where chey alwaies 
found men that- knew the Obligation, and 
Value of their Word better-than to forfeic.ie 
for that which they never ofteenrd, that isva 
lietle mean Lacre, and rrifling Intereſt. | 
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Having thus given the World an haſty 
Sketch, of the Qualifications of the Members,

Ance- 
ſtors, a Name that has alwaics been,,of too 
great a Veneration with moſt Ages, andby 
that has proved the irrefiſtable Patron of ari 
abundance of Abſfurdities, eſpecially in Phi- 
lolophy : And , there is nothing more evi- 
dent, than that no man can poſflibly arrive 
to any "true, and found Knowledge, cill 
ſuch falſe Guides are remov'd, which led him 
out of his way. © I am confident, where- 
ever the other prevails, there is not much
